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| Plate Glass Makers Feel Effect Of 
Ford Competition as Stocks Gain 





ITTSBURGH, Oct. 31.—Revival 

in the automotive industry is 
looked forward to by plate glass 
producers as an outlet for their 


stocks, which are now becoming 
rather heavy. The motor industry 
in recent years has become their 
largest customer, 

In addition to a rather curtailed 
demand from this quarter within 
recent months the plate manufac- 
turers are feeling the effects of the 
competition of the Ford glass plants. 
The output of these factories is nor- 
mally consumed in Ford’s own 
plants, but this year, with the stop- 
ping of Ford,production to affect 
model changes, the Ford glass 
plants have had to seek other out- 
lets for their products. 

The development of the closed car 
has revolutionized the plate glass 
market, and is compelling drastic 
changes in production methods. 
Formerly the greatest demand for 
plate glass was for store fronts, and 
only about 35 per cent. of glass 
used was in pieces of ten feet square 


or less. By 1926 the automobile had 
changed consumption of these small 
sizes to 80 per cent. of the total. 
Small sizes were formerly sold at 
low prices in competition with win- 
dow glass. They were produced as a 
result of breakage of larger pieces. 

Today the price structure has 
been changed to conform to this, 
and large pieces are cut up fre- 
quently to make small sizes. The 
big market is for small sizes, while 
the bulk of machinery is designed 
for making large sizes. 

Several producers, including Ford, 
are now using continuous processes | 
which turn out strips of glass at | 
costs averaging 15 per cent. under | 
the old pot methods which rolled a) 
lump of molten glass into a sheet. | 

In addition to Ford, the — 
burgh Plate Glass Company and} 
Libbey-Qwens Sheet Glass Company | 
are making plate glass by various | 
continuous methods. Operators of | 
these modern plants are probably | 
showing a profit. It is doubtful if 
money is being made in the old pot 
plants.

Durant Experimental Department 


Factory in Itself

Elizabeth, N. J., Oct. 31.—In the 
untiring effort of providing con- 
stantly increased value for buyers 
of Star cars, the experimental and 
testing departments at the plant of 
Durant Motors, Inc., play no small 
part. These divisions of the fac- 
tory are so planned and fitted as 
to permit the prompt production 
of any special part and its try-out, 
both separately and when assem- 
bled in the mechanical make-up of 
the cars. 

The experimental department, so- 
called, is really a miniature manu- 
facturing shop which is completely 
equipped with the ma- 
chine tools as well as a heat-treat- 
ing plant, and it includes also an 
up to date -pattern shop and a 
blacksmith shop. When plans for a 
different part, to be made and test- 
ed, arrive from the designers’ rooms, 
specialized workers produce these 

promptly, the work  be- 
ing largely by hand, as is inevitable 





duction problems is visualized. At 





the same time prompt action is one 
of the fundamental factors in the 
department’s work, so that no time 
is wasted between the planning of 
new car features and the making of 
parts which make possible a thor- 
ough check-up on the plans. 

In the testing department, located 
close to the experimental division, 
is a complete set of machinery for 
examining automotive parts, in- 
cluding two dynamometers for en- 
gine tests, an electric dynamometer 
for testing transmissions, tensile- 
strength tester, spring-deflection 
tester and Brinnell test equipment, 
to mention only some of the instru- 
ments. 

Approximately fifty men are ac- 
tive in the experimental and testing 
departments. Testing facilities used 
for completed cars make use prin- 
cipally of the Long Island Motor 
Parkway and the speedway at In- 
dianapolis, but transcontinental 
runs are made periodically to test 
the stamina of passenger-car and 
truck models before placing them on 
mass-production basis.

OVERNMENT survey discloses the fact that about 2 
G per cent. of drivers of automotive vehicles are afflicted 
with color blindness.

Campaign has been started in Detroit against the auto- 
mobile loan companies, some of which are charged with 
taking interest from their victims that ranges between 25 
per cent. and 300 per cent. annually. Wallingford, Daw & 
Ponzi is a firm that has widespread activities in the auto 
loan business, not only in Detroit, but elsewhere. Among 
other nefarious practices, it is charged that the “sharks” 
take unlawful possession of property pledged with them, and 
that they avoid by subterfuge the laws enacted to curb them. 


The Michigan Industrial Lenders’ Association, 
which is an outgrowth of the Russell Sage Foundation, 
estimates that the companies complained of are doing a 
business of $100,000 weekly, gross, affecting about 
2,000 borrowers. This organization has 124 companies 
operating in the state and is in a position to know what 
it is talking about. With the Better Business Bureau 
and the prosecutor’s office, it is undertaking to see that 
financially distressed owners of motor vehicles are given 
something like the protection that the law contemplates. 


Under the present system of nefarious operation, some 
of the loan companies buy the car from the borrower and 
then sell it back to him at a much higher price, the difference 
being represented by “interest on the loan.” If the borrower 
gets twenty-four hours behind in his payments, the loan 
company simply annexes the car by some sort of eminent 
domain. They are due for a curbing, which I earnestly hope 
breaks their jaw. 5

Figures on railroad operations at the Dodge Broth- 
ers plant are interesting.

HOSE Detroit workers in the cause of public safety who 
follow the figures note that Michigan’s metropolis is 

still the third highest among important American cities, in 
the number of deaths from automotive traffic, being 
exceeded by New York and Chicago only. For the first time 
in many months, however, Detroit has lost the unenviable 
distinction of being afflicted with the highest annual auto- 
mobile death rate per 100,000 of population. The figures 
for Detroit are 29.4 per 100,000, and those of Pittsburgi 
are 29.9 per 100,000. Moreover, Detroit shows an increase 
of 10 per cent., while the Pennsylvania city shows one of 13.

‘USED CAR STATUS - 


IS HELD SERIOUS 


'Trade in New Jersey 


Told of Bureau's 
Findings 


By CHARLES ZACK 
ERSEY CITY, N. J., Oct. 31.— 
The used car trade-in problem 

is becoming more acute in New 
Jersey, according to a bulletin is- 
sued to the trade by the New Jer- 
sey Trade News Bureau, and the 
only solution is held to be “the 
used car exchange and the aboli- 
tion of taking a used car in trade 
for a new one. 

The bulletin points out that at 
present a man desiring a medium 
price new car has only to purchase 
a used car for $35 to $50 and get 
a trade value of from $200 to 
$300 because of the anxiety of some 
dealers to dispose of their new stock. 





These cars, after the expense of re- 
conditioning, etc., bring in many in- 
| Stances less than half of the amount 
allowed in the trade. 

| “The used car exchange idea,” the 
| bulletin points out, “will eliminate 
this evil. With all the dealers in 
each town subscribing to the plan 
| the man with a used car can bring 
it to the exchange and put it on 
sale. 


The exchange, getting a per- 
j}centage of the sale price, will be 
| self-sustaining and the dealers will 
| make their legitimate profit and re- 
duce their overhead in that they will 
not have to hire used car salesmen 
and have their showrooms cluttered 
up with old cars. 

“A used car exchange with less 
than a majority of the dealers sub- 
scribing would be a failure, as it has 
| proven in other places where oppo- 
|sition to the exchange by sume 
| dealers resulted in a fight that was 
costly. 
| “Another solution would be a 
| price-fixer, who would act for all 
| dealers in a community and whose 
| judgment would be final.”

delivery is claimed to be virtually 
continuous. 

Steam generation is divided into 
four main units, the boiler, water 
pump, blower and fuel pump. The 
water pump is controlled by a regu- 
lator. The blower unit is a fan 
driven by a small electric motor, 
drawn from the batteries or gen- 
erator, blowing air in sufficient 
quantity into the generator where 
being combined with the volatilized 
fuel oil the mixture is ignited by 
an ordinary spark plug. Purnace 
oil of 32 Baume is used. 

The engine is the poppet valve 
type, operated by a camshaft. Cylin- 
ders are of 4-inch bore, with 4% 
inch stroke. Lubrication is of the 
high pressure type. The rear axle 
is by the Timken-Detroit Axle Com- 
pany, with gear ratio of 3 to l. 
Front axle is of the I-beam type 
also by Timken-Detroit, steering is 
the Ross type cam and lever. 

Air brakes are used on all four 
wheels. Wheels are of the single 
disk in front, dual disk in rear, 32- 
inches in diameter, with 38 by 8.25 
full balloon tires. 

Control is of the simplest, com- 
prising only the operation of the 
throttle lever, with a separate lever 
for reverse. Fuel consumption is 
claimed to be five to seven miles 
per gallon of fuel oil.

tor car tax was expressed because 
of Mellon’s feeling that since the 
Federal government is to appro- 
priate for goods roads a total of 
$75,000,000 in 1929 the automo- 
bile owners, chief users of the 
roads, should bear a share of the 
burden. 

He pointed out that the automo- 
bile-is_a chief competitor of the 
railroads, heavy taxpayers, that the 
1926 law  reduced_ the . passenger 
motor car tax, repealed the tax on 
trucks and accessories and that the 
present rate is low. 

“Narrowing of the tax base in days 
of prosperity inevitably means that 
when the time for increased tax 
burdens arrives those taxpayers who 
are unfortunate enough to remain 
on the rolls are compelled to pay 
more than their just share,” Mellon 
said. “It should never be forgot- 
ten that in taxation the ideal to be 
aimed at is a broad base and low 
rates.” 

Mellon’s statement indicates that 
American corporations are most en- 
titled to relief from taxation, and 
he pointed out that indirectly such 
a@ reduction would benefit 3,000,000 
stockholders in business of the 
country. 

“Cerporations last received relief 
from taxation on the Revenue act 
of 1921, which repealed the excess 
profits tax, although increasing the 
income tax rate,” Mellon said. 

“Since that time, while other 
classes of taxpayers have been 
benefited by sharp reduction of 
war time rates, corporations have 
continued to bear a heavy burden. 

“Business conducted under the 
corporate form is today overtaxed 
as compared with individual busi- 
ness enterprises and partnerships, a 
condition which spelis hardship to 
the small corporation. Corporations 
not only are large contributors to
